The original Lander county, it after- 
wards appeared, was over 43 miles in 
width, to half of which excess of teiri- 
tory Euroka county was, as a matter of 
course, entitled, 


In making his survey, Mr. Bead de- 


termined the width of the county from 
the astronomical stations at Carim (the 
eastern boundary), nnd nt Battle Mount- 
ain, near the western boundary ol the 
original Lauder county.
